This 
was founded on the celebrated ftory of the Sultan Mahomet IIs 
who, being reproved by his courtiers for the inconfiderate in- 
dulgence of his paflion for a beautiful Greek, named Irene, to 
the negleé of his {tate affairs, and the prejudice of the empires 
ye affeGted the hero, while he a@ted the monfter, and - 
in the prefence of the whole court,” ftratk off the head’ of his 
enchanting miftrefs. Mr Johnfon, howevér, has taken fome ‘li- 


~berties with the hiftory; for he reprefents Irene as ftrangled by 


order of the Emperor, inftead of being facrificed by his own 


“The Var i# nervous, fentimentsl,- 
poetical ; yet, with all thefe perfections, afifted by the united 
powers of Mr Garrick, Mr B. » Mts Pritchard, and Mrs 
Cibber, this tragedy did not meet with ‘the fuccefs which 
might have been expected from its intrinfic excellence. 

“* London,” “The Vanity of Human Withes,’*, and “ I- 

** rene,” were the only poems of any length that Mr Johmfon 
ever publithed ; but although he favoured the world with but 
little in abfolute verfe, (for his profe is often the moft exqui-' 
fice poetry), ‘* yer that little, like diamonds of the firft wa- 
“ ter, will ever be held in the higheft eftimation, while gems 
“« of larger fize, but lefs inttinfic worth, are fearcely noticed.” 
—When Pope had read his “ London,” and received no fa- 
tisfa€tory anfwer w his repeated enquities concerning the au- 
thor, his obfervation was, “ It cannot be long béfore my cu- 
“« riofity is gratified: The writer of this poem will foon be 
© deterré.’’ : 

. On the 2oth of March 1750, he publified the firft number 
of that cclebrated periodical paper; ‘* The Rambler,” which 
was coutinued twice a-week, for two years fuccefively. His 
incipal defign appears to be to inculcate wifdom and piety. 

There are, however, many noble exeurfions of fancy, particulars 
ly in his Eaftero Tales, with mapy excellent difquifitions of 
criticifm, and pictures of real life. — 

The ftile of the Rambler, though netvoufly and claffically 
correct, has nots perhaps, commanded the uzanimous fi 
of thofe who may be efteemed judges of fine writing. 

When the Rambler was terminated, : 

_ * The Adventurer” was begun Dr Hawkefworth. To 
this work, which is an imitation of the former, Dr Johnfon 
contributed all the papers with the fignature T. befides the Hi- 
+ ttory of the admirable Crichton... “sy 

Dr Jobnfon had long conceived the defign of one of the no- 
ble(t and moft ufeful, and, at the fame time, one of the moft 
laborious works that could be undertaken by one man. This 
was a.complete Grammar and Diétionary of the Englith Lan- 

guage; of the want of which Foreigners had anivedt com- 
plained. -Of this defign he drew-up a plan; in a letter to the 

Earl of Chefterfield. This very letter exhibits a beautiful 
proof, to what a degree of grammatical ion and claflicat 
elegance our language was eres of being brought. The 
execution of this plan coft him the labour of many years: buf, 
when it. was’ publithed in 1755, the fanguine expeétations of 
the public were amply juftified ; and feveral foreign ‘academies, 
particularly the Academia della Crufca, honoured the author 
with their approbation. ‘* Such is its merits,” fays the learn- 
ed Dr Harris, “ that our language does not poffefs a more co» 

‘ pious, learned, and valuable work f.” But the excellency 
of this great work will rife in the eltimation of all who are in- 
formed, that ‘ it wag written,” as its author declares, ** with 

‘¢ little affiftance of the:learned, and without any patronage of 
‘* the great; not in the foft olifcurities of retirement, or under 

‘¢ the fhelter of academic bowers, but amidft inconvenience and 
‘¢ diftraction, in ficknefs.and ia forrow.” 

Chefterfield, at the time Dr Johhfon publifhed his Diétio- 
nary, was univerfally elteemed the Mzcenas of the age. His 

Lordthip reeommended that valuable Work ia two eflays *, 
which, among others, he publifhed iri a paper, intitled, ¢ The 
World,” condusted . by Edward Moore, and his literary 
friends: Some time after, however, the Doétor took great 

offence at being refufed admittance to Lord Chelterfield; a 

circumftance which has been imputed to the miftake of a por- 

ter. Juft before the Distionary was publifhed, Mr Moore ex- 
preffed his furprife to the great lexicographer, that he did not 
intend to-dedicate the book to his Lordflip. - Dr Johnfon an- 
fwered, that he was under no obligation to any great maar 
whatever, and therefore he fhould not make him his patron. 

‘‘ Pardon me, Sir,” faid Moore; * you are certainly 

to: his Lordfhip for two er papers he has written in fay 

of your performance.” ‘¢ You quite miftake the thing,” re- 
plied the. other; ‘ I confefs no obligation; I feel mine owit 
dignity, Sir; I have made a Commodore Anfon’s voyage 
round the whole world of the Englifh language, and while I 

am coming into port with a fair wind, on a fine fun-fhinitig 
day, my Lord Chefterfield fends out two little cock-boats to 

tow me in, 1 am very fenfible of the favour, Mr Moore, and 
fhould be heartily forry to fay'an ill-natured thing. of that no- 
bleman ; but I cannot help thinking he is a Lord amongft wits,

dramatic laws refpeéting the unitics of time and place. Ina 
fubfequent edition, in 10 vols, 8vo. the ingenious Mr. George 
Stevens, nephew of a diftinguifhed Admiral of that name, ap- 
peared as a ccadjutor, for whon the moft celebrated eritic need 
or eed now attained to the moft exalted height of reputa- 
tion ; and little difcretion was requifite.to maiptain an enviable 
charafer of dignity, independence, and fuperiority.
